SPORT IN KWANGTUNG. 
ADVENTURES OF THRRE HONGKONG OFETUERS, 
” We hear that three officers of the Gar- 
rison recentlyroturned from a shooting 
oxcursion in tho Kwangtung Province after 
some rather trying experiences. Their 


~{ iden was to seek a field for sport somewhat 


nearer to Hongkong than ‘Swatow: or 
Shanghai, and having hired a‘house-boat 
at Canton, without guides or interpreters 
other than their own ‘boys ' they journeyed 
about 150 milea up the Bamboo River, which 
enptics itsclf into the West River soma 
forty milcéabove Canton. Thoir experiences 
were not such as te induce many sportsmen 
“to follow their example ; at Jeast, until the 
Government of Kwangtung has o {inner 
grip than it Has at present upon the lawless 
churacters that infost it. Wherover they 
wont they weresubjucted ton rigorous system 
of ‘squeeze’ and blackmail. The method 
followed by the Chinese carriers and coolies 
wag to got the aportarnen’ away from their 
house-boat for a fow days to a joss-houso in’ 
tho interior, miles away from the river, and 
then’ to refuse to move from the spot until 
they had oxtortat an altogcther extraordin- 
ary sum of moncy as ecolie hire.” On other 
‘occasions a would-be mandarin, well dress 
edand apparently with-authority atnong the 
coolic class, would mect them and inform 
them that the whole of tho men in the 
district wore in his employ, and -that he 
could noballow them to carry the sporting 
and cooking impediments unless~n certain 
sum was paid to hin for the privilege. 
Onc of these, a.Chinaman with a villainous 
countenance, presented a pistol at one of 
the party, but a bold front sag maintain- 
ed (and a modern weapon produced} aad 
this brigand was overcome by gentle per- 
suasive means auch as only tho British 
officer knows how’ to employ. 

As may be imagined, in such region of 
blackmailers and barefaced thieves, moving 
about the country was far from pleasant, 
and the amount of sport obtained was al- 
most nil, However, thesportsmen satisfied 


| themselves that thero were plonty. of tige 


and leopards in the Province, bat little or’ 
nothing clse, the wild animals levying 
nightly toll on the village pigs and. dogs, 
and occasionally an odd man or two; 50 
much so that it was rare to sce Chinamon 
abroad after sunsct. 

We congratulate the ‘sports’ on leading 
the way in this new region, and upon hav. 
ing escaped from tho hands of the Chincso 
without any inore serious damage than the 
Tightening of their purses. The conduct of

befora the oxecutjan. On the morning of tha 
execution Dr Rizal confessed and received , 
the Holy Communiori at ‘the mass which 
was said in the chapel at 3 o'clock, At 5. 
am. he contractcd matrimony with Miss 
Josefinn Bracken. [We understand that 
the bride is a Hongkong. girl of European 
extraction, who left the Colony with the 
Doctor on hia*departure for Manils.—Ep. 
C.M.] .At the time appointed for the oxe- 
eution, Dr Rizal arrived at the camp, ac- 
companied by two priests of the Society 
of Jesus, who had stayed with the 
doomed man in the chapel, at his own re- 
quest, from the provious day. There wan 
B large crowd to witness the exceution, 
Befors his death, Dr Rizal made tha 
following written declaration :—‘I dechire 
myself a Catholi¢ and in this roligion in 
which I was born und received my edues- 
tion I. wish ta die. I retract with all ny 
heart whatevor [have done by words, writ- 
ings, printing or by my conduct which 
may have'heen contrary to my duty as 
a son of the Catholic Church. I believe 
and profess what sho teaches, and Tsubmit 
to hor commands.
